Hfelanclioly Fate of a Famous Acrobat 



A flarriabnrg despatch of tho Cincin- 
nati Times of April 7ih give tho follow- 
ing particulars concerning the fate of 
Thomas Haiilon, tie acrobat, whose death 
was aniiouuced by telegraph ; 

Thomas Hanlon, tho gymnast who fell 
recently in Lou'sville, arrived here yester^ 
day, insane, accompanied by two boys, 
whom ho tried kill, and then drown 
hiiiiscir. Ho was finally arrested and 
lodged in jail, bub was bo boisterous that 
he waa kept piciaed at intervals with the 
greatest ditTiculty. Mr Sintmoiis, tiie 
jailor, brou'^ht hina his dinnor on a pewter 
plate, whic'i he seized, bro'teintwo pieces, 
aurl attempted to cai: his throat with the 
rough edge, . Fe^ripg . be . woald hang 
hlmseiron sdino ironliooks ia the ceiling, 
tho jailor moved him to another cell, 
where he b?at a fellow prisoner He was 
again removed, tlrs time to a cell lined 
with boards and conta-'iing no furniture. 

Ou the Qoor were iron heating pipes, 
with a large brass nnt projecting at a 
jointare. When left alone in this cell he 
altcmpted to commit smcide by a method 
of which noao bat a gymnast would thick. 
He sproDg into the air about ten feet, and 
turning, came down with his head upon 
the brass projection. lie repeated this 
terrible fisat several times, and when as- 
sistance arrived he floor was covered with 
blood, 

Six strong men wore unable to hold 
hira. Ho threw them off with the great" 
est ease, drove them out of the cell, and 
cut one over tho eye and broke another 
one's nose. When bis cell was cleared be 
rtj;c;<.t('a flis Lorri^le psi'/orinauce. His 
scalp was cut in a number of pieces aad 
hang over his forehead and face. 

Haiilon'a alreiigtli now being to wane 
from great loss of blood. Tho ])hysiciana 
who arrived administered chloroform; he, 
still showiiig violengej^was bound down to 
a bench in an InseDiiblc condition, haiul^ 
cuffed, and bis wounds were drosaud. 
The boys are kindly cared for 

This morning Haiilon'ti condition is con- 
sidered critical. He I'oaras at llio mouth 
uud is hopelessly iosauo. Drs. McArlund 
f\Tid Klrkbridgo have been Bnnjmocod, 
and . by special treatment, may aid him to 
recover his aeoaeB, but lo is ho wook from 
loss of blood tlftt he may die at onj 
momeat. .His brothers in Indiana and 
Philadelphia has been telegraphed for.
